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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claims 1-6, 8-29, 36, and 38-40, none of the references, either 
singularly or in combination, teach or fairly suggest the elements of three different data 
codes visually distinguishing the types of freight data links including inbound, outbound, 
and third party freight. The references do not teach this visibility aspect to the end user 

Martin teaches an on-time delivery, tracking, and reporting system with shipment 
and scheduling information; however, he does not teach the use of a calendar display 
interface comprising interactive shipment data links, nor does he teach data code 
visually distinguishing the freight data link to the user. Martin does not fairly teach the 
elements of three different data codes visually distinguishing the types of freight data 
links including inbound, outbound, and third party freight. 

Lamb teaches a calendaring program in which appointments are scheduled in a 
calendar; however, Lamb does not teach a shipment and scheduling information system 
nor does he teach data code visually distinguishing the various types of freight data 
links the user (i.e. indicating inbound, outbound, and third party freight). While Lamb 
does teach providing a link to an appointment, he does not fairly suggest visual 
distinction of the appointment nor does he suggest shipment or scheduling information 
or freight data links within the calendar. 

Superior Essex teaches a shipping schedule allowing users to issue shipping 
requirements but does not teach a calendaring system with interactive links to access 
shipment information. Superior Essex also does not teach visually distinguishing the 
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various types of freight data links the user (i.e. indicating inbound, outbound, and third 
party freight). 

Therefore claims 1-6, 8-29, 36, and 38-40 are in condition of allowance.
